value of push and of pull is a plain 
fact of nature. If anybody doubts it, 
let him consider the following details. 
!n which the Statesman shove th« dif- 
ference between the Asiatic and the 
European: 


In India, a man digging in th<? gar- 


3en does not throw the earth iroia 
bim. as the English gardener does. 
out pulls it toward him. The carpen- 
ter sawing wood does not drive tn« 
aw. but pulls it. in token of which 
"act the teeth of an Indian saw are 
;et in the opposite way from those oi 
.'he English saw. 
Even when the In- 


lian workman has been induced to 
idopt the labor saving machinery m- 
rroduced from Europe he shows a 
orange perversity in sacrificing part 
jf the benefit through his habit of pre- 
ferring to pull rather than to push. 


Thus, in turning a wheel, as In 


raising water from a well or working 
i crane, instead of pushing the handle 
Jown and so getting the benefit of the 
weight of his body, he pulls it up, and 
<o sacrifices ;ha: natural advantage. 
For the same reason the wheelbarrow 
has never become naturalized in In- 
dia. although specially suited for a 
•ountry where roads are still cozni>ar- 
itlveiy few, but 
footpaths abound. 


The Indian drill works in the opposite 
direction from the European bit and 
jrace. and the pot is stirred not from 
left to right, as in the West, but from 
right to left. 


The same rule holds good in weap- 


ons of warfare. Tb* Indian sword is 
made for cutting, not for thrusting, 
and the common daos and daggers are 
in the same principle. 


The Indian, in the use of weapons 


lature has provided for offence and 
Jefence, does not hit out stra'gbt from 
the shoulder like the European, uut 
strikes from 
above 
downward, 
or 


from right to left wjth a sweeping 
movement. 
Nor is the 
backhanded 


slap of which most English school 
boys have had personal experience 
known in the East. 


Kicking out is also rare, althougn 


it is coming in with football. Anctn- 
er physical exercise in which the dif- 
ference is very marked is swimming. 
In India the arms are not extended 
outward ,as in Europe, but the stroke 
is downward and inward, 


Nor dees the Isdian take a header 


into the water with arms extended. 
Those who have seen the famous div- 
irs at Delhi and elsewhere 
diving 


from the roofs of mosques into adja- 
cent tanks will remember that tney 
came down feet foremost and assumed 
a squatting attitude before reaching 
the water. 


Then in riding the Indian horseman 


keeps his position, not like the Euro- 
pean (by holding on by the extensor- 
muscles of the thigh with tees directed 
inward), but by grasping the saddle 
with flexors — that is to say, with tiie 
r-alves of the legs, the toes being di- 
rected outward. An Indian scavenger 
sweeps toward himself, not away, hue 
his brother in the West. 


When the Indian beckons some one 


to approach he does so with the palm 


! of the hand downward; the European 


I in the corresponding act turns 
the 


palm upward. 
Even in Indian writ- 


ing there is an avoidance of move- 
ment of extension. 


This is very apparent in the case ot 


Persian, which is writKn from right 
to left, but it also holds good in H;'.idi 
and other Sanskrit languages. 
Near- 


ly all the strokes are written down- 
ward; the upward sweeps common in 


i English writing are very rare.

sium and tantalum with metallic po- 
tassium in an elctric furnace in vacuo 
bi f he seems to prefer a much siin- 
plcj electrical method. Making up the 
oxide with a filament, exactly like" that 
of a Nernst incandescent 
lamp, ne 


places it in a globe connected to an 
air pump and turns on the current. 
The oxide is decomposed and me 
oxygen being gradually removed by the 
pump the filament is reduced to the 
metallic state. 


Tantalum differs from 
all 
other 


known substances in combining ex- 
treme hardness with extreme ductili- 
ty. When red hot it is easily rolled 
into bars and sheets drawn into wire. 
It is scarcely affected by the oxygen 
of the air. even at red heat, and not 
at all at ordinary temperature, ana 
tne strongest acids fail to dissolve it; 
nor does it amalgamate -with mercury. 
It melts only at the highest attain- 
able temperatures and is therefore 
well fitted to serve for filaments in 
incandescent 
lamp=> 
being 
much 


stronger than carbon. 
A pounn or it 


will make 20.000 lamps, and those re- 
quire exactly half as much power 
to light them as do carbon filaments 
giving the same brilliancy. 


If it can only be produced in suffi- 


cient quantity, tantaium should prove 
a most useful metal. It will furnish 
better boring tools than the diamond 
(frill aad cheaper electiic lights than 
carbon, while the possible uses ct a j ~ 
plate or a wire harder than diamond 
and yet tough and strong, are almost 
infinite, for every other hard sub- 
stance is brittl-c, and this fact nas 
hampered the engineer for centuries.
